4. Claims 1-17 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Independent claims 1 and 8 define an information processing apparatus 

connected via a network to a plurality of terminal devices, the information processing 
apparatus for instructing a specified terminal device of the plurality of terminal devices 
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to transfer image data to a printer in response to a print request received by tlie 
information processing apparatus from one of the plurality of terminal devices. The 
claims distinguish over the prior art in that the document is transferred to the printer 
without passing the image data through the information processing apparatus. The 
information processing apparatus simply refers to the order management database for 
instructing the specified terminal device to transfer the image data to the print 
destination defined in the print request. 

Many prior art references teach the concept of transferring image data from a 
print server to the print destination based on the print request sent by a host computer. 
However, the concept of transferring the image data to the destination without passing 
the image data through the information processing apparatus could not be made without 
use of improper hindsight (i.e., without taking the suggestion to combine directly from 
applicant's specification).
